This is the superficial picture seen by the average person who merely 
glances at the surface of things and fails to take note of what is much more 
significant.

Are Canadians slow? [Is the Dominion backward in development com- 
pared with even the United States? The answer is decidedly in the negative, 
4s‘ more thorough examination of the growth and development of these two 
neighboring countries will reveal.

German Battle-Cruiser 


| Cmpany oWork at Scapa Flow 
Company Working At Scapa Flow To 
Raise Hindenburg 

Scapa Flow will be the scene this 
summer of the biggest salvage feat 
ever attempted‘ when the batttle- 
|cruiser Hindenburg—sunk in the scut- 
tling of the German fleet six years ago 
—is to be refloated. 

Twenty-one of the smaller vessels 
have been raised already by means of 
| floating docks and wires; but the Hin- 
;denburg, which has a displacement of 
27,000 tons, is too unwieldly. 

The water, therefore, is to 
upmped out of her, so that she 
automatically rise to the surface. 

“She les on an even keel,” said Mr. 
Cox of Messrs. Cox and Danks Limit- 
ed, the contractors, “with practically 
only her superstructure showing. Our 
main difficulty will be to stop up all 
portholes and the eight seacocks un- 
der the engine room, by the: opening 
of which she was sunk, and thus pre- 
|vent the inflowing of the water,’ 

“Steel patches or concrete will be 
placed over the holes, and when this 
is completed she will be pumped out 
from the top. 

“We calculate that the whole oper- 
ation will occupy about six months. 
The four floating docks were moved 
into position round the Hindenburg 
on March 1, and will serve as working 
platforms for the divers and men en- 
gaged In the task.
